Judging merely from the two reports 
before ua on Hoihow and Haiphong re- 
spectively, we think it will be unhesi- 
tatingly admitted that the-prospeots of 
trade at the latter place are-far better 
than those at Hoihow.’ It is true that 
neither Haiphong vor Hanoi’ appear 
to ke towns in which science,, art or 
literature has yet ‘been extensively pa- 
tronised,—in faot, the former place is 
described’ as being filthy and squalid in 
the extreme, even for a native. town in 
the Far East—but still the navigation to 
the place does not seem to.be beset with 
so many difficulties as itis to Hoibow, 

d,_ what i re_important, the 
anchorage at Haiphong may be described, 
comparatively speaking, as very good. 
The questions of anchorage"and the na- 
vigableness of the river leave others far 
behind in importance here, Nobody 
expects that the. manufactures of either 
Haiphong or Hanoi will ever be scarcely 
worth the fetching, but these places derive 
their importance from being situated on 
the natural trade routes of some vast pro-" 
vinces, which are known to be rich in 
productions, Yunnan forexample, Some 
remurks are made at the close of the 
report respecting the route to Yunnan 
via Haiphong and: Hanoi, and as this is 
a subject of: considerable interest for 
several. reasons, we conclude this notice 
by quoting them -é7 exteneo — 

The route has been traversed by a portion 
of M. Dupuis’ expeditionary force, but in- 
volved the use of very light-dratt’ boats, 
while, at times, even these were detained by 
the numerous banks and shoals, ~ Native 
conimunication ie carried on’ in lightedraft 
riverboats, with sharp bows and fat bottoms, 
The outskirts of the Yunnan province have, 
for s considerable poriod, teen fu the posses- 
gion of Chinese rebels, who are at one-time 
waging war against the Chinese authorities, 
while at ancther fighting Annamite rebels 
for Annamite Pay. Thee “Black flag” 
mersenaries, as they are termed, are ire- 
queutly to be sen in Henoi; they are a 
reotless bold«looking set of men, and swagger 
about armed with double-barrelled pistols, 
in a way that warns’ peaceable people to 
avold them. At theend of March just past, 
a Chinese General with « coral button, who 
was in-command of the Kwangesi metoens 
aries, numbering sore. 3,000 men, visited 
Hasci with en escort of 400 braves, and 
reported that he had gained important 
yidtories over the tebéle infesting tho river, 
and hatl driven the temnant. into the
